‘The highlight of the evening, per- 
haps, was a passage between Chief 
of Police Paul Lynch and Town Ma- 
nager Harold Melzar, in which both

mittee, and that the suggestions 
just read, and towhich Lynch was 
objecting were the Town Manager’s 
proposals, and not the final re- 
commendation ofthe Finance Com- 
mittee, 

The hearing, for the first time 
in recent history, saw printed co- 
pies of the warrant available in 
limited numbers for those present, 
There are 34 articles in the Town 
Warrant for this year, 

Erwin Hanke, Chairman of the 
Permanent Building Committee, 
told the Finance Committee that 
the plans being prepared for the 
new Woburn Street school will 
call for a building of two stories 
in part, costing $615,520, 

The building itself will cost

ULYSSES AT THE MAST 


It was twenty five centuries ago that the 
Poet Ilomer described the voyage of the wily 
Ulysses of Ithaca through the @angers of Scy- 
lla anc Charybdis, where the Syrens sang 
their alluring and dangerous songs. 

Ulysses, who wanted to hear the music, had 
himself strapped to the mast, and the ears of 
his crew were plugged with wax, so that the 
seamen wonld tend to their rowing and pay no 
attention to the dangerous music. 

Such is the situation ir Wilmington today, 
when John Brooks, Chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen, arises to speak. lle means well, 
but it has got to the point where he even 
believes himself. 

Somebody's ears should be plugged, and 
someone should be lashed to the mast, but the 
big question is: Who? 

John's speech, Monday night, before the 
Finance Committee, on the proposed takings of 
land at Ballardvale Street, was a Doozey. 

He was trvine to say that the Selectmen 
and Planning Board could no rree = 
ment that was simply put oF riente aa 
words from the Planning Board Chai rman, when 
that gentleman said there was no disagreement. 

But John's opening Paragraph was a master 
piece of literary effort, and deserves to be 
quoted in fll, viz: 

"Our agreement with the Planning Board 
last summer -left us with the thought that we 
were in agreement on what we had agreed a- 
bout, but now we are given to understand that 
we are in disagreement as to what we agreed 
about----" 

By the time John had finished everyone's 
ears were spinning, and it took the matter- 
of-fact speech of Bob Evans, the Planning 
Board Chairman, to bring the people back to 
the solid earth. 

But it was the lyrical 
Barbas property, in back of the Wildwood 
School, in which John outdid himself. 

Afraid that the Finance Committee might 
not be properly impressed with the idea of 
buying 15.2 acres of land for $4500, John 
told the Finance Committee that he and the 
Town Engineer had spemt a whole day on the 
property, and he left his listeners with the 
idea that he knew the property as well as he 
knew the palm of his. own hand. 

John described it as "totally land-locked 
except for one small entrance off Federal 
Street", which entrance, he alleged, was not 
as wide as is the stage of the Barrows Audi- 
orium.

in effect brought Avco to Wilmington. Avco 
is now paying about 20% of the town's total 
tax bill. 

Today's efforts to attract something like 
Avco can better be compared to a muddy boot. 

The result of that muddy boot will be an 
increase of over $100 in the taxes for the 


average homeowner of Wilmington this year. 
and by the time the new Woburn Street school 
is completed the increase will be nearer $150. 

If, as seems to be the case, there is any 
wholesale housing developments in Wilmington 
in the next couple of years the taxpayer can 
expect the pyramid of increasing taxes to 
grow still further. 

All of which makes the sharpshooting now 
going on with reference to the proposals of 
the Wilmington Development Company, more 
interesting. 

In two years this company has brought in 
two fine firms Photon and the Munroe paper 
Company. This year, from these two firms, 
the town will realize about $20,000 in tax 
revenues the equivilant of 50 homes, and 
with no increase in school costs. 


The company is proposing to convert some 
swamps in North Wilmington, on which homes 
ean never be built, into an ;ndustrial Park. 
If its plans mature the town's tax coffers 
will be richer by about $120,000 a year. 

That $120,000 won't kill the six or eight 
dollar tax increase this year - but it will 
help to stop the trend. [Tt will be the equal 
of $2 or $3 in a few years to come, on the 
tax rate. 

It is time that the taxpayers of Wilming- 
awoke to the situation. 

It is time for the taxpayers of Wilming- 
ton to organize an "anti-sharpshooting" squad.

The regional office for this state

not go into great detail, and gives 
no specifics regarding libraries, 
but does state that Federal Aid 1s 
available to communities with a 
Population of under 50,000; and that 
such aid may be used for planning 
as well as construction of said 
facility, 

A Boston Herald article of Satur- 
day, rep. 16th said: ‘The Commun- 
ities Facilities Administration an- 
nounce Friday approval of a $162, 
000 granteto Lowell Mass, to re- 
habilitate the Aiken Street bridge, 
and a $25,000 grant toOrleans, Vt. 
for construction of water facilities’ 

Though I am not a proponent of 
Federal Aid per se, I wonder if it 
might not be better to check into 
this form of aid for Wilmington’s 
Public Library Facilities, It just 
might prove to be cheaper and bet- 
ter than spending the taxpayers 
money on an old wooden building 
which would have to be replaced in 
a few years anyway.

Back to business, It seems that

to his proposed site the children 
of this town would be exposed to.

The average age of the popula- 
tion of Wilmington hovers around 
twenty-nine years. I hope that all 
the young people of this town will 
protect their children AND their 
neighbors children by eppearing at 
the Town Meeting and defeating the 
industrial rezoning that threatens 
to chop our town into a gobledegook 
mess.
